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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Boecking discloses a sleeve 13 to pre-stress the 
restoring spring 12 and an adjusting body 16 placed in direct contact with sleeve 13 so as to be adjustable so that a fuel amount flowing 
per unit of time through the fuel injector depends on a position of the adjusting body 16 in the sleeve 13. The recitation "adjustable" 
merely requires the ability to adjust. During the operation of Boecking's fuel injector, the adjusting body 16 moves in sleeve 13, i.e., 
sleeve 13 telescopes around adjusting body 16. The adjusting body 16 is adjusting relative to sleeve 13 during the opening and closing 
of the injection port 7. 
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
